The disoussion of the needs and duties ef
the Republican party, here and thronghout
the State, ig eliciting much useful thought.

Of bona fide title to ]umluruhip they
have nota particle. Neither by ability nor
character, neither by service nor by the pos-
session of popular respect, are they justitied
in clniming the prominent positions they
have held. By persistent lm]].\'iug' and
intrigning, however, they have contrived,
vear after vear, to Le intrusted with the party
management, aund this power they have used
for corrupt personal purposes. The welfare
of the party has not entered into their calen-
lations. 'The effect of their actions upon the
reputable members of the party and upon the
popular vote, they have not cared to consider.

Nothing, however, could
bave been more favorable to the game of
worthless aspirants for leadership, who, by
coustantly acting on Horne Tooke's definition
of orthodoxy, contrived to fix the stigma of
heresy on every Republican who refused to do
homage to their pretensions.

The Newburg Qli_;rcma{, therefore, is right,
The great want of the party, aside f rom the
practical details of local organization, is **a
little more honesty among leaders, and tolera-
tion everywhere.” And there must be greater
toleration or the besi guarantee of greater
bhonesty will be wanting. The latter will be
possible only when the intelligence and char-
acter of the whole party are made available;
and these will not fw available nntil the im-
pudent wire-pullers who wonld constitute
their behests the dogmns of the party, to ba
implicitly accepted and obeyed, without refer-
ence to their bearing upon the principles and
fortunes of the party, are formally deposed.
We have seen in this city the most trust-
worthy Republicans branded as enemies, and
their excomnmunication demanded, simply be-
ontse they refused complianes with the sin-
ister requirements of ward politicians, who
care uothing for the party exeoept as an agency
for distributing offices. And the evil will
again and again recnr until good sense over-
comes knavery, and Republicans avejudged by
their relation to the understood principles
and the legitimate objects of the party—not
by the praise or censure of those who at this
moment have the management of its organi-
zation in this city.

The time is propitions for a change which
is essentinl to the usefulness of the party
here.

conciliption by the culbivation of o just and

magnanimons  spivit, Antong newspapers,
the bigots and proseriptionista are a feeble
minuri{‘\'_ The grost m'ljnl’il}‘. who have ne-
cepted the result in Virginia as satisfactory
and are prepared to welcome similar results
in Misgissippi and Texas, are now disposed to
cunltivate the most liberal relations. Tolera-
fion in the largest sense promises to be in the
ascendant.

QUESTION OF FUNDING
DEBT AT LOWER INTEREST.

The statement made that o great financial
house at Frankfort, Germany, had offered to
loan the United Btates Government three
hundred millions of dollaxs at five per cent.
interest, natarally leads to reflections on the
strength of the national eredit, nud the practi-
oability of transforming the whole debt into
one bearing n mnel lower rate of intorest than
it bears at present, Tt is said that the Becre-
tary of the Treasury declined this offer, as he
belicves he ean within a year borrow all the
money he wants at four or four and a half per
cent., aud that he contemplates advising such
# losu next winter for the purpose of pl.?'lll_g
off the Fivetwenties, 'Fheu, again, it is
reported  that the Hecretary bean
informed from relisble authority that a
United Btates hond bearing four and a
guarter per cent, intevest can be eusily

pogotiated in Euwope within six months.

Now we do not know how mueh truth or
specnlation there is in these reports, but they
are probably true in the mnin, for thore is no
donbt the credit of onr Government stands
]liﬂ]l:\ with the shrewd and far-seeing capitalists
of Ewrope, and is rising steadily and daily in
the markets of the world. It would be strange
indeed if this were not the case, as our Troa-
sury is so plethoric that Mr. Doutwell hardly
knows what to do with the money, Then the
rapid liquidation of the debt duaring the last
few months, and the vast resources and sur
prising increasing wealth of the ocountry,
must inapire coniidence in the value of our
soenrities.  Tgnorance of this country and its
resources hias been the only e-mm-.‘wh_v our
securities have not heretofore reached a much
higher point in Europe. As the truth be-
comes known they must apprecinte more and
more,
Mr, Boutwell ought to be the happiost of
finnnce ministers, for never has one been
more fortunately sitnated. Month after
month the revenue comes in like a flood tide,
and he gets the eredit for this geatifying state
of things and for redueing the national debt
with a portion of his abundant moeans, Nor
Hre we lli'i}-uwmi Lo sy nn)‘thi:.}_: to lessen the
credit of the Becretary, for he is doing much
better than his predecessor, and shows a dis-
position to take good edvice and learn, Still,
he could do much more in reducing the
debt and cutting off the Lurden of interest
the country has to bear. There is no ne-
coessity for keeping a hundred millions or
more in the Trensury all the time, Thore
is no contingency likely to arise roquiring
more money for the ourrent expenses of
the Government than will come in from
month to month and day to day. If the
Treasury were empty to-anorrow “he would
soon have a surplus again, for the revenue is
enormous and a perpetual stream, while the
payments are only at periodieal and stated
times, If ﬁft_\' millions were lllllllil'd to the
purchase of the debt, that wonld rednce the
interest ond be a saving of three millions a
year. If a hundred millions were so applied,
six millions a year wonld be saved, And why
not? The money lies idle, It will never be
wanted for anything else, for, ns was gaid, the
incoming revenue will be more than sufficient
to meet all future demnends,
By using the currency on hand in this way,
another good effect would be produced in
making money ensy.  Trade wonld be pro-
moted and the Wall street gamblers would
have less opportunitics to lock up and specn-
Inte in money.  As to holding a large reserve
of gold to keep down the premium, that iden
is exploded. It has no such effact, The pre-
mitm is mnch more likely to Le brought down
by gradually disposing of the gold at regula
siles, nnd thos diffus ing it through the chan-
commerce and the country.  With the
eradual éextingnishment of the debt, and the
appreciation of our seenrities both at home
and abroad, gold will natnrally go down; and
with the increasing population and business
of the conntry there will be a mronter demand
for ¢lirrency, an 1 1t \\I” bacone r--lu!i\'uiv\'
more searce, In other words, we should
grow np to specie payments. Any action on
the part of the Trensnry Department or Con-
gress, except that of extinguishing the deht
as fast as possible, s nnnecessary and would
only prove disastrous,
With regard to reducing the interest on the
debt by a process of transforming the seenri.
ties and funding, the sooner this is done the
better. It ean be accomplished ot less cost
to the Government aud country now than
when the bonds rise hicher in the market.
We would rather see the debt held at home
than abroad, and thereby prevent a vast drain
of specie yearly to pay interest to foreigners:
buf if money is so much more valnable here,
and the debt will be taken in Europe at fonr
per cent. interest, let us make the best bar-
gnin we can. By all means, let the interest
on the debt be redneed by some process or
other, At present it is not only an enormous
burden upon the people, but 1t locks np capi-
tal that would be employed in trade and in
the development of the resources of the coun-
try; for when capitalists can get eight per
cent, in currency on United States securities
w ithout trouble or taxation, they will not in-
vest their money in other things, In every
way the present high rate of interest is rnin-
ous. We hope the Secreiary of the Treasury
may be prepared to submit to Congress next
December some comprehensive plan for fund-
ing and lignidating the debt and for reducing
the rate of interest.

JAPAN AND CIINA.

From the N, Y. T'ribrune,

There is enongh in our present news from
Japan to give to that neglected topic high
and dramaticinterest, Never before have the
Japanese witnessod such an event as that of
the naval battle for the possession of Hako-
dadi. We almost experience o new sensation
in reading that on the 20th of June the navy
of the Mikado, with a heavy modern arma-
ment, moved in and gave o battle of twenty-
six hours to the ships and forts of the anti-
Mikado general, Enomoto, Two vessels were
destroyed by the forees of the Mikado an'l one
of their own was blown up by a shell; and
though it was said thaf several forts and a Hoe
of enrthworks were atill held by General
FEnmoto, onr special letters and  dispatehes,
both from Jdapan divect and by way of Wish-
ington, give eqgual reporl of the capture of
Halkodadi.

Hore the war chapter of the Japaness ends

for ihe present. but in olher respects Lhe
affrirs and progress of Japen are brought ont
in bold rvelief. The renuncintion by the
Dvmios .'21141 Hattinolos ol et snormons
fendal tenuves, and the consolidation of
power in the Lanids of the Mikado,is a pro
ject less deceplive thun might have been im-
agined., and mnck nomrer to renernlizntion
annd ped ilizhment than has hesn conceived,

Japan, for wonder, huas its own rather
1

modernized press, in which appenr the letiors
of a lnrge number of Dajmios who pledge
themselves to a surrender of their state
papers, land control, and retniners, imto the
power of tha Mikado, To us these lotters
may seem  abjeet in spivit, but to the
slow Japanese will uppear to  be ex-

pressions of patriolie  self-abnegation and
of religious loyalty, The Prince of Ise wishes
the Mikado to control all the lands of the
empire, and so makes a rveturn of  his
papers, his territory, and his people to the
throne, Yanugizawn, Prince of Shinano, asers
that no one under Heaven can fail to admire
the Mikndo, who is going to return to the
ancient government—such government, we
presiume, ns prevailed in the good green age
of Confucius, and over that benevolent philo.
sopher rather than nnder him. Prince Choshu,
leading a party of Dannios, makes otfer of his
subistantinl alleginnee.  Bnt we detect the
secret of this general renunciation in the con-
fession of one of the Daimios that his lands
are too extended and separate to govern, and
that all elasses of his vetainers are demoralized;
and we faney that when the Mikado comes
face to face with the work of organizing and
eivilizing many thousands of unruly retainers,
the business of consolidation will still be a
problem to him. )
The contrast between the situation of Chiaa
and that of Japan presents interesting fea-
tures. The Japanese troops are armed with
breech-loaders, and the general war service
of the country bas a modern armament,
Lighthouses, and lightships, and hospitals
have been built, and conl mines are being
successfully worked in Japan. The blunder-
ing attempt to force a bad order of paper
money on the people had distressed the
financial situation at Yeddo, but the elements
there at work were belioved to be more pro-
rensive than those of native China. China,
1owever, oan boast of the remarkable arsenal
and of the seientifie nmbition of which onr
correspondent treats—and here we pause.
Doubtless her treatment here and there of
foreigners is anything but wise or tender.
Doubtless, also, the British Goyernment have
fair reason—unpopular as that repson is ever
likely to be among those who are the imme-
diate neighbors of the Chinese, and the wit-
nesses of Tamiliar inveracity—to put an end
to what Mr. Recretary Otway calls a gunboat
